7.6 T HE Second Demand of his Royal High- 

‘nels, is, to be put immediately into 
* Poffeifion feu quafi, of the Right, or Exercife of 
‘ the Right belonging to the State of Milan, either 
‘ by Dependence, or by any other Title whatfoever, 
‘ on the Fees (or Fiefs) of the Country of Langues 
. * {pecified in the Grant of the 8th of February 1690; 
* whichRight,andExercife of aRight, were yielded and 
‘ made over to his Royal Highhefs by the 12th. 
* Article of the Treaty of Nov. 8. 1703. 

8. ‘ There is no fair Pretence for retarding and 
‘ deferring the Execution of that Article, which de- 
‘ pends only on an Order from his Imperial Majefty 
‘ independant of the College of Electors and of 
* that of Princes ; and againft which no political Rea- 
‘ fon has been objected, as was againft the Publica- 
‘ on of the Ban againft the Duke of Mantua. 

9. * And yer, to retard the Execution of this Ar- 
‘ ticle, an Interpretation contrary to the Text has 
* been offer'd to be put upon it. When the Earl of 
* Manchefter, by Order of the Queen of Great 
‘ Britain, made Inftances for its being perform’d, 
‘ Anfwer was return’d to the Memorial he prefented 
“ to his Imperial Majefty, that the Dutchy of Milan 
“has no Right, nor Jurifdiction over the Fees men- 
* tion’d Grant of 1690, which only confers 
‘on his Royal Highnefs a Right to acquire thofe 
* Fees, and provides that the Emperour fhould give 
‘ Order that the Minifters deputed by the State of 
* Milan fhould make no Oppofition, when the Ac- 
* quifitions fhould be made in due manner confor- 
‘ mably tothe Terms of the faidGrant of 1690, 
which "tis endeavour’d to confound with the Cef- 
‘ on made by the Treaty. 

1o. ‘ But there needs no more than to read the 
12th Article of the faid Treaty, to fee that this 
* Anfwer is contrary tothe Tenour of the faid Ar- 
ticle, which contains three Heads. 

11. ‘ By the firft, the Emperour confirms the 
* Grant he made the 8th of February 1690, to his 
* Royal Highnefs, whom he thereby empowers ‘to 
“acquire Vaffals, or to agree with them about 
‘ the mean Soveraignty of the Fees nominated in 
* the faid Grant. 
’ 12. * By the Second, his Imperial Majefty yields 
‘and makes over to his Royal Highnefs, all the 
* Right or Exereife of Right that might belong to 
‘the State of Milan, by Dependence or by any 
* other Title whatfoever, on the faid Fees} 

13. ‘ By the Third, the Emperor balances the 
* Sum which his Royal Highnefs might be indebted 
‘to him for that Grant, with the Debt which the 
* Imperial Commiffaries might owe to his Royal 
‘ Highnefs in the preceeding War. _ 

14. ‘ The Second Head of the Article for the 
* Execution of which we are Arguing, has nothing 
* common with the firft. If by the firft, his Impe- 
‘ rial Majefty confirms the Grant which vefts his 
* Royal Hignefs with a Power or Right of acqui- 
‘ ring the Bees of Langues, ‘tis independant of the 
* Right the State of Milan may have on thofe Fees. 
* His Royal Highnefs has paid the Price or Value of 
“that Power: And becaufe the State of Milan had 
* Rights of Adherence or of Dependence on moft of 
‘ thofe Fees, which render’d ufelefs to his Royal 
* Highnefs the Power he had acquired by the 
* Grant. of 1690, his Imperial Majefty yielded and 
**made over to him, by the fecond Head of the faid 
* Asticle, the Right, or Exercife of a Right which 


the State of Milan migbt have on thofe Fees. Now 
the Price or Value of this Right or Exercile of a 
Right, and alfo of other Cedlions made to him by 
his Imperial Majefty, was, the Sacrifice which his 
Royal Highaels made of his Perfon and Dominions, 
and the Cetlions and Renunciations which he made 
by the r4ch Arcicle of the Treaiy. A rice which is 
become ineftimable,by the great Advantages which 
thexmperour and his moftAugutt Houle have reap’d 
from the Firmnefs and Adherence of his Royal 
Highnefs to their Intereft and to their Service. 

15, ‘ If the State of Milan has no Right to the 
{aid Fees, the lefs difficulty caght to be made of 
putting his Royal Highnefs into Poffeifion gua/i, 
of the Right, or of the Exercile ot a Right thar he 
may have: Becaufe in that Vale he would have 
Nothing given him. But it being evident that the 
State ot Milan has really Rights and Excicile of 
Righis, on the faid Fees, it bas bren urg’d thac 
they might be only abufive ( or u/urp’d. ) 

16. ‘Ic cannot be beliew’d that this new Ob- 
jection can be approv'd by his Imperial Majeity ; 
becaufe ‘tis equally injurious to his Glory and tu 
his Authority. In the firft Place, to his Glory and 
great Equity, becaufe of confequence it would 
render illufory a Ceffion made by him toa Prince 
who has facrificd all for him, and who has 
merited fo highly by what he has done for his Ser- 
vice. And if the Emperour of glorious Memory 
yielded and made over this Right to his Royal 
Highnefs, at the Time the Treaty was agreed ; 
that is to fay, at a Time when ‘twas doubilul 
whether he might receive by it the Advantages he 
has done fince ? would itnot be a Stain to the 
Glory of his Imperial Majefty, to endeavour to 
elude the Execution of that Cefiion, after the 
great Advantages he has receiv’d by the inviolable 
Adherence of his Royal Highnefs to his Service ? 
Would it not be to give away at Uncertainty, and 
refume at Certainty ? Would it not be to with- 
draw his Engagements, after the Benefir receiv'd ? 
And to retain at once both the Price and the 
Thing ? This, neither his Imperial Majefty’s 
Glory nor his Equity can allow. 

17. * Nor will bis Authority permit it ; For, fup- 
pofing it true, as ‘tis not, that the Right which 
the State of Milan may have on the faid Fecs is 
abufive, it would ceafe to be fo by bis Imperial 
Majefty’s yielding and making it over to his Royal 
Highnefs. For it can no otherwife be abufive, 
than becaufe the Fees, being dependent on the 
Empire, ‘tis {uppos’d the Confent of the Em- 
peror was neceffary to authorize the Right which 
the State of Milan has on thofe Fees; the Abufe 
therefore has ceasd by his Imperial Majefty’s 
yielding and transferring to his Royal Highnefs 
the faid Right, which by thar Means he has ap- 
prov’d and authoriz'd, and purg’d it of all Abnfe 
that might have been init. Befides, the Emperour 
has not only made over the Right, he has made o- 
ver the Exercife of the Right, which is the quafi 
Poffeffion it felf; and which his Royal Highnefs 
might take, without other Order than by Virtue 
of the Treaty, Yer the better to thew his Refpect 
for bis Imperial Majefty, he demands an Order: 
which is worth confidering ; as alfo whether it be 
not derogatory to the Authority of the Emperour 
ro refufe fuch an Order ; and whether that be nor 
to conftrain his Royal Highneis to make ufe of 
the Right which he has acquir'd by his Treaty, 
contrary to his Inclination, and contrary to the 


refpectful Deference which he has for his Imperial 
‘ Majefty, 
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Majefy, from whom be would willingly receive 
‘ what the deceas’d Elnperour has already given
